Scheffel's Der Trompeter von Sak- 
kingen.

" Der Trompeter " gives an excellent pict- 
ure of seventeenth- century life. For this 
reason it is admirably fitted to serve as a 
back-ground for other more difficult pieces 
of German literature. 

The present edition is the first to contain 
the complete text of the poem, with notes 
and a vocabulary. Repetitional exercises 
have been arranged for classes who desire to 
do considerable conversational and essay 
work in connection with the translation and 
reading. 

Goethe's Iphigenie auf Tauris.

This edition aims to bring this masterpiece 
as close as possible to the young American 
student, without destroying its beauty. The 
introduction makes clear the sources of the 
plot and the place occupied by the drama in 
the life of Goethe and contemporary Ger- 
many. The repetitional exercises are de- 
signed to develop for the student the content 
and the underlying meaning of the whole. 



Corneille's Polyeucte, Martyr. 

Edited by George N. Henning. 
"Polyeucte," the latest of Corneille's four 
masterpieces represents the full maturity of 
his genius, and may fairly be regarded as his 
greatest work. Picturing the vast struggle 
between rising Christianity and effete pag- 
anism, the play well illustrates the essential 
principle of Corneille's drama, — the triumph 
of will and reason over human passions and 
affections. The appendix gives forty "Su- 
jets de Compositions," for written drill ; 
notes on " Polyeucte as Acted," which it is 
hoped may prove of value, in view of the 
absence of stage directions; and a brief ac- 
count of the recent tercentenary celebration 
of Corneille's birth.

Dealing, as it does, with the days of chivalry 
and knighthood, the man at arms and the 
hooded monk, the monastery and the dun- 
geon, it should appeal to the imagination of 
every student. The original has been con- 
siderably abridged.

Seven tales from Alarc6n's "Historietas Nacionales" and two from his "Narraciones In- 
verosimiles" are included in this new book of Spanish readings, which has been edited 
especially for beginners. The notes, though brief, are comprehensive. All common idioms 
have been tabulated for special study, and the exercises in composition, based on the text, 
are so graded as to present a systematic review of the elements of grammar.
